Before Proceeding with the Erection of 
the Building Commission Must 
Await the Gutcome of a Suit to En- 
join Its Construction—Small Craft 
Accustomed to Gather There Will Be 
Foreqa to Seek a New Harbor, 


Whether or not the National Guard regi- 
ments of Chicago are to have a joint armory 
on the lake front the Armory commission, of 
which Colonel E. R. Bliss is chairman, has 
determined that a site shall not be lacking. 
Work will be begun this week in filling the 
basin north of Monroe street and within the 
breakwater. The firms having this part of 


to have it completed by Jan. 1, 1901. This 
will give the Armory commission twenty-six 
acres of made land, on which it is planned to 
erect the finest armory in the United States. 
The.armory, however, is a long way off. 
There is a suit pending in the Supreme Court 
to restrain the Armory commission from 
building on the lake front. Attorney Frank 
O. Lowden, who is a member of the commis- 
sion, however, is confident the suit can be 
won for the Armory commission. 
Anchorage privileges in the harbor have 
been canceled, and before September the 
scows will begin to dump gravel, ashes, cin- 
ders, bricks, and clay into the great basin. 
The cost of filling is $5,550 an acre, and solid 
land must be built, according to the specifi- 
cations. 
The Armory commission expects that a 
number of years will elapse before the pro- 
ject approaches completion. We have 
done little more than to let contracts for the 
filling in of the basin,“ said Commissioner F. 
O. Lowden yesterday. That work is to be- 
gin at once, as the contractors are under a 
heavy forfeiture if it is not completed by the 
first of the year. Before proceeding further 
we must wait until we are sure of the out- 
come of a suit which has been brought 
against us. Plans for an armory have been 
submitted to us, but have hardly been con- 
sidered seriously. We shall consult the offi- 
cers of the National Guard when it comes to 
deciding on a buflding.”’ | 
The clearing of the harbor will cause a gen- 
eral stir among the small craft that have 
lain there for years.

UNIFORMS SO SIMILAR AS TO CAUSE DISPUTE. 


| Colonel Harry C. Gano of the Rough 
Riders’ Regiment of Cook County pro- 
duced the new khaki uniform of his troops 
_ yesterday to prove that it was no infringe- 
ment on the uniform of either State or 
United States troops. He objects to the 
statement of First Cavalry officers that 
members of his regiment have no legal 
right to wear their uniform. The dress 
looks much like that of the regular cav- 
alry, but on close inspection it is easy to 
distinguish. 
The coat of the khaki uniform has a 
collar half yellow instead of being all yel- 
low.

SALOOMKEEPER FINDS 


Ma STEALING BEER 


FROM HIS ICEBOX. 


Being Unable to Draw a Glass of the 
Beverage He Goes to the Barrel and 
Discovers Pipe Disconnected and W. 
Smith Filling Pail—Trouble Follows, 


James Gallagher, a saloonkeeper at Har- 
rison and Throop streets, was surprised 
yesterday when he found he could not draw 
a glass of beer from a newly tapped barrel, 
so he went down to the basement, where 
his icebox is, to investigate, and found 
William Smith holding a gallon pail under 
the disconnected hose used for conveying 
beer from the icebox to the bar. 

Gallagher had known for some time that 
his beer was running out faster than was 
justified by the amount of money coming in, 
and here was a situation which, to his 
mind, explained everything. He grabbed 
Smith, and Smith grabbed a piece of scant- 
ling and tried to strike Gallagher. They 
fought all the way from the basement to 
the street, where, according to Gallagher, 
Smith took a baseball bat from a passing 
boy and tried to use it as a weapon. Then 
Gallagher drew his revolver and fired into 
the ground to scare Smith, but Smith did 
not scare. He kept on struggling to get 
away, and Gallagher used his revolver as a 
club to beat him into submission.

MRS. HERRICK ON DEATHS. 


Declares Her Offspring and Her Sis- 
ters Succumbed to Natural Causes 
Years Ago—Witness Found Who 

+ Saw E. P. Herrick in Distress Before 
He Expired—D. c. Stevens Says 
Widow Made Statement That Death 
of Old Man Was Not Instantancous, 


‘Mrs. Edward P. Herrick reviewed yes- 
terday the circumstances surrounding the 
deaths’ of her sisters and little childreg 
years ago; deaths which had been recalled 
by the sudden death a few days ago of 
her second husband. 

“As far as the deaths of my sisters were 
concerned,“ said Mrs. Herrick, there was 
nothing suspicious about them. Sister An- 
nie died on a Saturday and on Monday we 
had a post mortem examination. I brought 
the two girls from Dakota to give them 
a home and they had all we could providé 
for them. I worked hard while living with 
my first husband, because I loved to help 
him when I could. We were in poor cir- 
cumstances and the work I did with my 
sewing helped us out finely. I often made 
$4 a week with my sewing. 

When my child, Hilda, died the weather 
was hot and she was cutting her teeth. 
The other child died from diphthefia.”’ 


Saw Herrick in Distress. 
No new light was shed on the manner of 


| Mr. Herrick’s death unless it be the informa- 


tion brought to Edward T. Herrick, the son, 
that at 7 o’clock on the night of the death 
the fruit broker had suffered from a severe 
attack of stomach trouble. The witness, 
Charles E. Brown, who rents the barn back 
of the Herrick house, 4405 Champlain ave- 
nue, was notified to appear before the Coro- 
ner’s jury and announced his willingness to 
do so. A summons will be isstéd for him 
today, however, from the Coroner’s office. 
According to the statement of Mr. Brown 
he saw the elder Mr. Herrick in the back 
yard of his residence a few hours before his 
death, giving evidence of being in great dis- 
tress. When questioned, Mr. Herrick said 
he was suffering severely with pains in his 
stomach. 

" Makes Contrary Statement.

arrived. This is contrary to statements that 
have been made that Mr. Herrick died in- 
stantly, being dead when he was picked from 
the floor the moment after he had fallen

Mrs. Herrick charged yesterday that the 
attacks on her were emanating from the 
father and brothers of Ferdinand Lym- 
burner, her first husband, who died in Octo- 
ber, 1898. The Lymburpers, said Mrs. Her- 
rick, differed with her in religious belief and 
had opposed her marriage to Ferdinand in 


1883 owing to the fact that she was but a 


servant and did not possess as good an edu- 
cation as her husband. Ferdinand Lym- 
burner, the elder, asserted later that he had 
no desire to say anything against the widow 
of his son, and only in view of the circum- 
stances of his son’s death and the action that

BRYAN’S REMEDY FOR TRUSTS. 


Democratic National Committee Makes 
‘Campaign Document of a Bill Intro- 
duced in Congress by Him. 


In his Indianapolis speech William J. 
Bryan made a statement of what he would do 
with the Philippines if he were elected Prest- 
dent. Yesterday the Democratic National 
committee gave out at headquarters a copy 
of a bill introduced in Congress by Mr. 
Bryan when he was a member of that body, 


and intended to deal with “trusts.” This | 


bill, it was stated, represented Mr. Bryan's 
views in the matter, and contained the rem- 
edy he and the Democratic party, if put into 
power, would -endeavor to apply to the evils 
which they claim arise from combinations 
of capital. | | 

The bill in question, introduced by Mr. 
Bryan on May 26, 1892, was entitled 
“An. act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopo- 
lies,” and was referred to the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, where {t remained without re- 
port. It reads as follows: 

Whenever any Circuit Court of the United 
States shall find in a case pending before it, un- 
der this act, that.any contract, combination in 
form of trust or otherwise. or conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade or commerce among the several 
States. or with foren nations. exists in respect 
to any article or articles upon which any duties 
are levied by the then existing tariff laws of 
the United States, it shall be the duty of the 
court to report the facts so found to the President 
of the United States, setting forth specifically 
each and every such article. :

court, at which euch erticie or articles 
admitted free of duty; provided that where 
article or articles are subject to a tax under 
internal revenue laws of the United States 
duty on such article or articles shall be equa) 
to such internal revenue tax.

WISCONSIN BANKERS’ MEETING. 


Annual Convention of State Association 


in Session—Country’s Financial 
Condition Discussed. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 18.— [Special. The 
Wisconsin bankers’ convention today 
brought together over 100 of the leading 
financiers of the United States. Mayor 


Rose's address of welcome was followed by 


the annual address of President F. G. Bige- 
low. He called attention to the fact that the 
business of the national banks has increased 
20 per cent in Wisconsin in two years. He 
then spoke of. national affairs and found 
cause for rejoicing in the present conditions 
and the outlook for the future. 

One of the principal papers was Clearing- 


House Objects, Rules, and Regulations,“ by 


F. W. Hayes of Detroit, Mich., a discussion 
of the system of sending country checks te 
city banks to pay the obligations of the 
country merchants. The checks are sent 
back to the country banks. from the towns 
where the country merchants live and there 
is a loss of time and exchange all around. 
This leak in bank revenues, the delegates 
agreed, ought to be repaired. 

Another subject which was discussed is the 
alarm with which the bankers view the en- 
croachments of the express companies in 


the banking business. They do not like to 


see the bundle-handlers get into their ter- 
ritory. They claim that the express com- 
panies are selling money orders and trans- 
ferring money and collecting and otherwise 
usurping their business altogether too much 
for the bankers’ own comfort. 

The particular phase of the express bank- 
ing business to which they find specific ob- 
jection is that the express companies issue 
money orders without a revenue stamp, 
while every bank check has to have one of 
Uncle Sam’s bits of paper on it—an. unfair 
discrimination, they maintain.

FEW AT FIRST SESSION.

WKINLEY POLICY SCORED. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 15.—{Special.)— 


The liberty congress of the Anti-Imperialists 


which opened at Tomlinson Hall today will 
indorse Bryan for President, having rejected 
the proposition of the Nationalist party to 
unite with it in a third ticket. Of the 187 dele- 
gates on the floor this morning halt were 
local Democratic peliticians. A drum corps 
in continental uniforms occupied a promi- 
nent place in the convention hall. The aft- 
ernoon brought a larger attendance. 

The greatest demonstration of the conven- 
tion came in the afternoon when the vener- 
able George g. Boutwell, ex-Governor of 
Massachusetts and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in the Cabinet of President Grant, con- 
cluded his address as permanent chairman 
with the declaration that he had turned his 
back on the Republican party and would 
support Bryan for President. 

The Nationalist party was given a crush- 
ing blow when the anti-Imperialist commit- 
tee refused this morning to give the delega- 
tion of twelve permission to address the 
liberty congress in behalf of votes for a 
third ticket, and the Nationalists went to 
their rooms and concluded they would stand 
adjourned subject to the call of their chair- 
man till something turned up. Secretary 
Klein said the convention probably would 
be continued somewhere in the East, but a 
ticket would be named anyhow. , 


Reads Declaration of 1776. 

George G. Mercer of Philadelphia called 
the anti-imperialist convention to order at 
11 o'clock, presenting Edwin Burritt Smith 
of Chicago as temporary chairman. Profes- 
sor A. H. Tolman of the University of Chi- 
cago read the Declaration of Independence. 
The Rev. Herbert 8. Bigelow of Cincinnati 
invoked the divine blessing on the delibera- 
tions of the body, after which Mr. Smith de- 
livered his address. 

Mr. Smith began by saying the American 
commenwealth, which for more than a cen- 
tury pursued its course with liberty as its 
watchword, was seized two years ago by a 
sordid commercialism that without warning 
grasped the reins of power. He quoted Sen- 
ator Hoar on the alleged peril of the coun-. 


try. | 

Even the Republican platform of 1896, Mr. 
Smith said, contained no hint of the new 
policy, but was true to the teachings of the 
founders of the republic. He denied. that the 
taking of the Philippines was unforseen by 


Republicans leaders. 
That it was fate that the islands sho.ld 


' fall into American hands also was diputed 


by the speaker. He said the issue of the 
present campaign was whether the nation 
had abandoned the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. He denied the right of a self- 
governing people to rule others, even if pur- 
chased or conquered, 

The one duty of true Americans, accord- 
ing to Mr. Smith, is to defeat President Mc- 
Kinley and bring the republic back to its 
right course. Whether it would be advisable 


to indorse Bryan or to name a third ticket 


he would not say, but he left the decision to 
the assembled delegates. 


Many Make Short Addresses. 
After a short recess for lunch the conven- 
tion met again at half past2o’clock. Chair- 
man Smith called for short addresses from 
delegates. Those who responded were Dr. 
W. A. Croffut of Washington, General John 
Beatty of Columbus, O.; Judge Moses Hal- 
lett of Denver, Edgar A. Bancroft of Chi- 
cago, and Gamaliel Bradford of Boston. 
Edgar A. Bancroft said: “ Whenever the 
Declaration of Independence and the ser- 
mon on the mount are proclaimed by a party 


as glittering generalities, then you may 


know the party proclaiming it is in the con- 
trol of Dives and the Pharisees. The object 
of this congress is to bring us back to the 
principles which gave us national life.” Mr. 
Bancroft said he was still faithful to the 
Republicanism of 1860, but could not adhere 
to the Republicanism of 1900. 

Gamaliel Bradford said he had taken the 
long journey from Boston principally to 
avert what he thought would bea great mis- 
take—the nomination of a third ticket. 

By a standing vote the convention adopted 
a resolution expressing sympathy with Carl 
Schurz in the death of his son. 

D. C. Tillotson of Kansas, chairman of the 
Committee on Permanent Organization, re- 
ported in favor of George 8. Boutwell for 
permanent chairman. Temporary Secre- 
taries Winslow and Mize were made perma- 
nent officers. 


Boutwell Fears for Republic. 


Mr. Boutwell was accorded a great demon- 
stration when he took the gavel. He said in 


This is an historic occasion. If the peril 
of this country is what we think it is; if the 
question before you and before your country- 
men is the question of the continuance of 
the republic, then no graver question has 
ever been committed to an assembly of men 
or to the country.

PRINTERS ADVISED NOT TO PRESS 
CHARGES AGAINST BRYAN. 


Couer d’Alene Mining Riots May Be 
Used asa Campaign Argument if Ac- 
tion Is Taken Against the Demo- 
cratic Nominee—Milwaukee Gather- 
ing Would Know Results of the New 
Copyright Law — Death Benefit In- 
creased to $65—Other Work Done. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 15.—[Special. ]—De- 
tails of a stratagem by which through re- 
taliation William Jennings Bryan attempted 
to allay the charges placed against him by 
union printers were made known today. 
Incidentally was developed the purpose of 
the National Democratic committeeman’s 
visit to Milwaukee on Tuesday. Every Re- 
publican delegate to the International 
Typographical union convention in session 
here has been approached and warned that 
if Mr. Bryan is denounced because of the 
non-union publication of his campaign 
books retaliation would be sought by. the 
Democrats. 

The union printers were told the circum- 
stances of the Coœur d’Alene mine riots 
would be used by Mr. Bryan’s orators as a 
Democratic campaign argument. Threats 
were made that if Bryan was arraigned the 
responsibility for the presence of the troops 
to pacify the union miners in Shoshone 


County, Idaho, in April last year would vo 
laid on the national administration. 


The threats made to the printers have 
brought into circulation three significant 
documents. One is a statement from Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, in which he declares the 
presence of the troops at Coeur d' Alene was 
necessary. Another is a statement by 
Frank Steunenberg, Governor of Idaho, in 
which he asserts that he, as a Democrat, is 
responsible for the calling of the troops. 
The third document is collectively Mr. Bry- 
an’s three books, Republic or Empire,”

FATHER’S TREATMENT OF 
CHILDREN AROUSES 
SPECTATORS’ WRATH. 


August Elopp of Blue Island Would 
Prevent Medical Attention for Little 
Once Injured by His Horse, but Are 
Finally Cared For. 


August Klopp of Blue Island was an object 
of indignation to many of the citizens of 
the little village yesterday because he re- 
fused to allow his two children to leave the 
buggy in which they were riding, after the 
horse had shown itself to be unmanageable. 
As a result of the father’s doggedness the 
two children, a girl of 5 and a boy of 3, were 
kicked by the horse, receiving serious, and 
perhaps, fatal injuries. The father added 
to the indignation his stubbornness had 
aroused by attempting to prevent proper 
medical attention being given his little ones. 

Early in the afternoon Klopp started for 
the main business section of the village in 
company with his two children. On his 
return home the horse became entangled 
in the harness and commenced to kick. The 
dashboard was knocked off and a man; see- 
ing the danger of Klopp and his children, 
seized the horse. Klopp then got out of 
the buggy and readjusted the dashboard. 

In defiance of the advice of the man who 
had stopped the horse and his children's en- 
treaties, Klopp. it is said, insisted on con- 
tinuing the ride down hill. Again the 
horse became unmanageable and began to 
kick. All three occupants of the buggy 
were struck by the horse’s hoofs. Amanda, 
the 65-year-old daughter, was struck in the 
forehead and her skull was fractured. The 
3-year-old boy received a blow in the mouth 


which laid bare the flesh from nose to chin. 


Klopp's injuries were slightest. He received 
a slight bruise in his right cheek. 

After the accident a crowd gathered and 
offered their aid, but Klopp at first refused 
to have the children taken to a physician. 

The people surrounding the carriage be- 
came angered at Klopp’s stubbornness and 
insisted that the children be taken to a 


physician, At length they led the carriage 


to the office of Dr. Carl Farber, who said 
that the girl is in a critical condition and 
has slight hopes of recovery. The boy, too, 
is severely injured and will be disfigured for

‘A PUZZLER FOR BRYAN. 

The two great political parties differ not 
merely as to the proper Philippine policy 
but also as to the constitutional status 
ofthe new insular acquisitions of the 
United States. Most Republicans contend 
that Porte Ric and the Philippines are 
outside the ution, that they are 
property of the United States which 
Congress has power “to dispose of and 
make all needful rules and regulations con- 
cerning.” The Democrats, on the other 
hand, say in their platform that “the 
constitution follows the flag.“ It it fol- 
lows the flag to Porto Rico, as they ex- 
pressly say it does, then it must follow the 
flag to the Philippines also and they must 
be now an integral part of the United 
States. This the Democrats do not say 
in so many words, but it is a necessary 


sequente of their general proposition that 


“the constitution follows the flag.” If it 
follows it eastward it must follow it west- 
ward. 

The Supreme Court will have to decide 


in the near future which party is in the 


right. The Washington Post kindly calls 
Mr. Bryan's attention to the fact that

Granting 
the right to abandon sovereignty and give up ter- 
ritory that is.as fully covered by the constitution 
as any part of our continental domain, where does 
that right end? . 

There is no such authority in the con- 
stitution. The broadest interpreter of that 
instrument never has endeavored to find 
such authority there. The United States 
has given up territory to which it believed 
it had a good title, but that was only in 
the case of a controversy over a correct 
boundary line. Never has the United 
States surrendered an integral part of its 
territory to whitch it had that clear, undis- 
puted title it has to the Philippines. 

A precedent would have been made if 
the federal government had given its con- 
sent to the withdrawal from the union of 
the seceding States and the establishment 
by them of a government of their own. The 
loyal State’ would not allow that precedent 
to be made. Where, then, could Mr. Bryan 
and a find authority 
to let the Filipinos go in peace and be in- 
dependent if the Supreme Court should 
decide that they are citizens of the United 
States and their territory an in part 
of the United States? 

It would be well for Mr. Bryan to say 
in his letter of acceptance how he pro-

NEW PROOF OF CARTER’S GUILT. 

The guilt of Captain O. M. Carter, who 
is now serving a sentence in the Leaven- 
worth Military Prison for embezzlement 
of government funds in the construction 
of harbor works at Savannah, Ga., is 
definitely established by recent court pro- 
ceedings in New York against the con- 
tractors incriminated with him. It will 
be remembered that Carter attempted to 
account for the large sums of money in 
his possession by declaring they belonged 
to his father-in-law, Robert F. Westcott. 
When Mr. Westcott was summoned as a 
witness to establish this point he avoided 
giving testimony of any kind and went 
abroad. This left little more than the 
shadow of a doubt as to the untruthful- 
ness of Carter’s assertion. Even that 
shadow of doubt has now been cleared 
up by Mr. Westcott himself, Though he 
was averse to testifying against his son- 
in-law, be had no such feeling in regard 
to the contractors, whom he evidently 
blames with leading the young officer into 
crime and then abandoning him to his 
fate.

So long as it 
is possible for the unsupported oath of a 
single person to send a man to the Detention 
Hospital no one can be said to be entirely 
safe. 


GLASGOW TRAMWAYS REPORT. 

The City of Glasgow assumed charge 
of its tramways on the morning of July 
1, 1894, and has just issued the sixth an- 
nual statement of this undertaking. : 

Bighty-three miles of single track are 
operated by the city, of which eight miles 
are leased from an adjacent municipality. 
Ten miles have been converted to electrici- 
ty, and the conversion of the balance of 
the mileage to that system is well ad- 
vanced. The total number of passengers 
for the year was 127,628,484, or about 
two and one-quarter times the largest num- 
ber carried by the old lessee company dur- 
ing its last year, although the mileage then 
was somewhat less than now. Of the 
total passengers 14,835,858 were carried 
on the electric lines. : 

The capital expenditure to date has been 
approximately $6,314,000. That was re- 
duced, however, prior to 1894, through pay- 
ments amounting to $1,007,350 from the 
lessee company, and it has since been fur- 
ther reduced by the sum of $620,000, writ- 
ten off as depreciation. The capital ac- 
count now stands, therefore, approximately 
at $4,685,000. Against this there has been 
accumulated from profits since 1894 a 
sinking fund which now amounts to $375,- 
000, and which is calculated as it increases 
to wipe out the capital account in thirty- 
‘three years. The gross receipts for the 
year were approximately $2,349,000 and 
the operating expenses, including taxes and 
insurance, were $1,723,000. From the bal- 
ance of $626,000, after meeting therefrom 
rentals for leased lines, interest on capi- 
tal, the annual sinking fund payment, and 
the depreciation account, there was left 
a remainder of $295,000, of which $62,500 
was turned into a public fund styled the 
Common Good, while the rest was added 
to the general reserve fund, which now 
amounts to nearly $850,000. 

Aside from these general facts this re- 
port discloses four remarkable features of 
the Glasgow tramways. The first is the co- 
existence of low fares with handsome 
profits, Over against the final balance just 
mentioned, of $295,000, is to be set the 
fact that the average fare paid by all 
passengers was slightly under one and 
three-fourths cents. 57 

The second remarkable fact is that the 
operating expenses in- the case of horse 
traction consumed 76.99 per cent of the 
gross receipts, while in the case of the 
electric lines they consumed but 45.15 per 
cent of those receipts. This striking con- 
trast suggests the possibility, when the 
entire system has been converted to elec- 
tricity, of a still more radical reduction in 
fares. 

The third important feature is the labor 
conditions maintained. It is not generally 
known that the issue on which the city 
finally decided upon municipal operation 
of the tramways was the refusal of the 
leasing company, in the course of negotia- 
tions for a renewal of the lease, to agree 
to certain improved conditions of labor de- 
manded by the Town Council, and alleged 
by the company to mean an increased ex- 
| penditure of $65,000 per year. These con- 
ditions, however, were put into effect by 
the city, and the management has pur- 
sued a liberal policy toward employés from 
the start. During the last year a general 
increase of 24 cents a week was granted 
to all employés, involving an additional 
payment of $30,000 in wages per year, and 
about $8,850 was also contributed by the- 
management toward the insurance of em- 
ployés in Friendly societies. All employés, 
too, who have been twelve months in the 
service, have five days’ vacation with pay 
each year. 

The fourth noticeable feature of this 
undertaking is the moral effect of its com- 
plete publicity. There are no stock specula- 
tions and no promoters’ schemes connected 
with it,. The entire accounts are published 
in full, and any citizen can know the dis- 
position of every penny collected as well 
as any detail of management in which he 
may be interested. The operation of rapid 
transit thus becomes a scientific undertak- 
ing, around which public spirit may 
gather, and in no sense a speculative ad- 
venture.

| BOOKS OF THE WEEK. | 


It is safe to say that the book entitled 
“The Rise and Fall of K m 
(Stokes) will find few admirers in the 
United States. Its authors are John 
Seoble and H. R. Abercrombie, thé one 
a London Times correspondent at Pretoria 
before the war, and the other a mémber of 
the Intelligence department of Cape Colony, 
The book purports to be a personal record 
of forty years in south Africa,“ but it con- 
sists chiefly of a virulent partisan tirade 
against President Kruger and a correspond- 
ing laudation of Cecil Rhodes. The book is 
really a curiosity as showing how narrow 
minded and unjust the British provincial 
resident may become. If the older British 
residents in south Africa all talk as these 
two men write it is not strange that Oom 
Paul preferred to have no more of them as 
neighbors. 

In the eyes of Messrs. Scoble and Aber- 
crombie there are no rights in south Africa 
except those of the British empire. The 
idea that the Boers, who have lived there 
for centuries, could have any rights which 
the British empire should respect never 
enters their heads. Gladstone is vilified 
whenever his name is mentioned, because he 
once entertained such an idea and put it into 
force after Majuba Hill. Every. act of 
British aggression is lauded, and every 
British retrocession is condemned. The 


under any circumstances, is anathema in 
the eyes of these authors. If the Boers 
seek to claim any of the vacant land of the 
African wilderness the act is denounced as 
outrageous. If the British empire takes 
diamond mines and gold fields from the 
Boers it is just and righteous. It is aston- 
ishing that men of such apparent inteili- 
gence should be able to rid themselves so 
completely of the customary British sense 
of fair play. 

The sin of Krugerism,“ so far as one can 
learn from this book, consists in wishing to 
retain a remnant of Dutch south Africa for, 
the Dutch. It was this unwarranted desire 
that caused President Kruger to foil the 
Jameson raid. That despicable attempt to 
steal the control of a friendly State is looked 
upon with .approval by these authors, 
though they naturally condemn the bun- 
gling that made it a failure. Here is the 
cold-blooded style in which they suggest 
aod the raid might have been made to suc- 
ceed:

JUDGE CARTER DEFENDS 
METHODS OF CARING 
Fron INSANE PERSONS, 


Declares Insanity Is a Disease, Not a 
Crime, and Says County and City 
Officials Are Faithful in Doing the 
Best They Can for Unfortunates.

“I wish the general public would get out 
of the notion that there is a stigma attached 
to a charge of insanity. Insanity is not a 
crime, it's a disease. In those words Judge 
Carter of the County Court relieved his mind 
yester afternoon on the question of the 
commitment of persons suspected of insan- 
ity to the Detention Hospital. 

Another thing I wish to say,“ continued 
the Judge. I can say truthfully that, so 
far as my clerks are concerned, or the 
county physician, or the City Health and 
Police departments are concerned, they have 
been faithful in doing the best they could 
to avoid entangling red tape and not to 
make it too hard to get the really insane 
admitted to the Detention Hospital.“ 

Asked if, in his opinion, there were many 


the insane who were really sane, simply 
being rallroaded through, Judge Carter 
said he thought there were not many. 

“I don’t suppose that there is one case 
out of a thousand where that happens,” said 
he. “As matters are worked now it is al- 
most an impossibility to commit fraud of 
that sort. A person may perjure himself in 
swearing out the affidavit in the first place, 

but that would be hard to establish. It Js 
so hard to say where sanity ends and insan- 
ity begins that it would be difficult to estab- 
eee perjury in simply swearing out a war- 

nt. 

Judge Carter spoke of the greater number 
of drunkards sent to the Detention Hospi- 
tal. But these drunkards are not admitted 
without the regulation warrant unless it 18 
late at night or on Sunday, when the ordi- 
nary process cannot be carried out. In most 
of those cases, However, the question of ad- 
mission is settled by telephone. The county 
authorities had a phone placed in Judge 
Carter’s residence because of business of 
that nature. 


GREATEST FIND VET MADE. 


Reputed Discovery of Ancient 
Tablets at Nippur. 


Scientists at the Field Columbian Museum 


are greatly interested in the reported dis- 
covery of 17,000 ancient tablets in the exca- 


sylyania arch@ological expedition. 


Simms yesterday, it is the most remarka- 
ble and lucky discovery ever made in that 
line. The Field Museum has sent more than 
one expedition to Nippur, and we have sev- 
enty-five tablets, many of which are still 
unread. This is considered a large collec- 
tion. In fact, all the tablets that have been 
found and placed in the British Museum, the 
Smithsonian Institution, and all the other 
great museums would not approximate any- 
thing like the number reported to have been 
found by Professor Heilprecht and his as- 
sociates of the University of Pennsylvania.” 

Curator Simms expressed the wish that all 
these great tablets might be collected in one 
place, so that théir translation might be more 
easily effected.

‘DECIDE ON NEW COMPANY, 


Board of Trade Men Take Steps to Or- 
_ganize Telegraph Line for 
Grain Quotations. 


Further action was taken by members ot 
the Chicago Board of Trade yesterday to- 
wards the organization of a new telegraph 
company, which will connect the different 
grain exchanges of the country, but will 
have no feeders running to bucket shops. 

President Warren, P. B. Weare, A. 0. 
Slaughter. J. F. Harris, Ben B. Bryan, and 
P. A. Valentine, members of the general 
committee, met in the directors’ room to 
hear a report from Mr. Bryan of a subcom- 
mittee appointed to investigate the cost of 
constructing telegraph lines. 

After adjournment President Warren an- 
nounced that it had decided to organize cua | 
HExtaange Telegraph company and that a 
subcommittee of five had been appointed to 
complete the organization and report to the 
full committee in one week. The plan con- 
templates the construction of a. telegraph 
line connecting the Chicago board with the 
grain exchanges of twenty-eight other cities. 

President Warren yesterday denied that 
any negotiations with the old telegraph com- 
panies were pending. 

E. J. Mally, Superintendent of the Postal 
Telegraph company, said: “ There have been 
some further negotiations between our com- 
pany and the Board of Trade, but we are 
no nearer an ment.“ 

The Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce is 
hardly furnishing the Board of Trade even 
moral help in its fight on bucket shops. At 
a meeting Tuesday the members voted down 

esolution of sympathy ‘with the board in 
its fight, and adopted one guthorizing the 
directors to discontinue the service of Chi- 
cago quotations at their pleasure. An in- 
cident of the meeting was the reading of a 
letter from President Warren on the sub- 
ject of furnishing quotations, in which he 
said the difficulty was due to the refusal of 
the telegraph companies to accept the terms 
which the board has imposed on the use of 
its quotations.

Expected. 


QUESTION OF VERACITY. 


Accusations Against Local Im- 
provement Board to Be 
Taken Up Later. 2 


M'GANN URGES QUICK WORK. 


A verdict which will clear John A. May of 
the charge of forgery made by Michael J. 
Sampson in the Criminal Court is expected 
from the Civil Service commission. A divis- 
jon of the. charges against the superin- 


tendent, which was agreed to yesterday, per- | 


mitted a hearing on the fergery charge 
separate from the other charges, which will 
be made a part of the complaint against the 
Board of Local Improvements. By this ar- 
rangement the commission was able practi- 
cally to complete the hearing on the charge 
which concerned Mr. May individually. He 
will make his statement to the commission 
this morning, and that portion of the in- 
‘vestigation will be closed. 

It was admitted by the prosecution that 
the forgery charge was a question of ve- 
pacity between Mr. May and Sampson, and 
that the statements of the superintendent 
were sustained in instances by witnesses 
who contradicted the assertions of the clerk.
